F ro m Febru a ry to Dece m be r 
1972. th a t fi rm sur veyed th e wa te rs 
off th e Como ro Isla nds with three 
ba it boa ts. whi c h averaged catc he of 
about 15 to ns pe r boa t per day. Ba it ­
ing groun ds in ide th e te rrit o ria l 
waters were used with th e permiss io n 
of the Madagasca r gove rn me nt. 

N ich iro hopes to sho rtl y obtai n 
pe rm iss io n to conduct fis hin g pre­
lim in a ry to fo rming a join t ve n tu re 
with loca l interests. That firm p lan to 
send th e po le-a nd-line vessel "Kuroshio 
Ma ru No. 72 " (240 gross to ns) to 
Madagascar. and if res ul ts are favor­
ab le . it ho pes to send more boa ts. 

Kyok uyo has been explor ing th e 
wa ters no rth west of Madagascar with 
"Da ido Ma ru" ( 199 gross tons). The 
ca tc h has been averagin g over six 
to ns per day. Because of th e profitable 
o utl ook. Kyokuyo h as decided to form 
a join t ven ture thi s fa ll a nd plans to 
employ 5- 10 Oki nawa n vesse ls. 

Ta iyo, which is planni ng to venture 
into joint shrimp fis h ing in Madagas­
car . also hope to deve lop a sk ipjack 
fis hery in that region. I t pla ns to con­
duct exper imental fishing off the 
Com oro Islands. uti li zing the baiting 
grou nd around osy Be Is land. 

Peru Will Develop Food Fish Industry 

T he phenome na l growt h of th e 
anchoveta fis h ing industry in Peru 
has tended to ob cure the complexity 
of that cou nt ry's long-te rm fisher ies 
deve lopment prog ram. accordin g to a 
paper to be presented at the forthcom­
in g world Techn ical Conference o n 
Fis hery Products being convened by 
th e Food and Agricu ltu re Organization 
of the United ations (FAO), In 

To kyo from December 4- 11. 1973. 
W h ile the a nc hove ta accoun t for 

abou t 98 perce nt of the Peruvian 
catch. u pward of 200.000 to ns of 
food fis h a re ca ught yearly. incl uding 
hake. bo nit o. s kipjack. ye ll owfi n tuna . 
crustaceans. a nd molluscs. 

In th e course of th e deve lopment of 
th e anc hoveta fis hery there was con­
siderab le ind ust r ia lization . For exam­
ple. the re are now more than 100 
p la nt s es tab li shed a long the coast to 
conve rt th e fis h to mea l and oi l a nd 
th e sh i pbui Idi ng indust ry has expanded. 

As part of its plans for the d iversi­
fi ca ti o n a nd expansion in fis heries. th e 
gove rn men t estab l ished aM i ni s try of 
F ishe ri es in 1970. whic h has se t up a n 
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organ izational structure to cover a ll 
aspects of the industry. This includes 
a state organization to part icipate in 
th e food fish industry. i nAu e nci ng 
"pricing and di st ribution polici es. th e 
infrastructure developed and assis tance 
given to the cooperative ". 

A doubling of food ti h production 
is called for in th e M inistry's Five 
Year Plan (1971-76). Included in 
the expansion plans are 16 fish termi­
nals and 12 inland fish distributi on 
depot. which are ex pected to be com­
p leted thi s year. The infrastructure is 
being developed to give more help to 
the artisanal fishermen a nd a sales 
network is being established in the 
Sierra to provide the local people 
with fis h to add more protein to their 
diet. Furth er. a modern mil lion dollar 
fish terminal has repl aced the old pier 
at Ca ll ao a nd the Lima Wholesale 
Fish Market has been rebuilt. to be 
supplemented by a number of ~maller. 
decentra l ized markets. Fresh fi h a re 
now being distr ibu ted in 100.000 .+2-
lit er boxes . 

In vessel construct ion. 40 fi hin g 



boats of 50-foot length were lau nched 
in 1972 , a nother 80 were planned for 
1973 wit h 100 more to follow in 1974. 
The Ministry is a lso concerned wi th 
convert in g surplus anchoveta fis hin g 
boats for use in the food fish ind ust ry. 
In an effort to improve qualit y stan­
dards, th e Ministry h as es tabli shed a 
fish inspecti o n se rvice. 

The paper on Peru vian fisheries 
development is by W. Philip App le­
yard , manager of the UN DP-F AO 
fish marketing and utili zati on project 
in Peru. The project is chi efly con­
cerned with fish marketing and utili ­
zation a nd has been closely associated 
with a ll th e Peruvian fishery deve lop­
ment activit ies in recent years. App le­
yard also points ou t that some of the 
vast catch of anch oveta might be used 
for human consum pti o n: " In ad diti o n 
to canning, possibi liti es are being 
explored for freez ing, drying a nd 
salting the fish and a food target of 
several thousand tons of anchoveta 
shou ld be ach ievable within the nex t 
two or three yea rs ." 

Canada To Conserve, 
Study Bluefin Tuna 

Fishing lines heavier than 130 
pounds test have been prohibited in 
Canada's Gu lf of St. Lawrence bluefin 
tuna sport fishery, Fisheries Minister 
Jack Davis has announced . 

The move is intended to prevent 
overfishing of large, mature tuna 
stocks in the Gulf a rea. The 130 
pou nd-t est line is the standard max­
imum game fish tackle ap proved by the 
I nternati onal Game Fish Association. 

"This conservation measure rein­
forces action taken in 1972 to prohibit 
commercial fish ing for tuna in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence," Mr. Davis 
said . "We cannot a ll ow tuna stocks to 
be over-fished." 

Sport fishing for tuna in Gu lf 
waters is centered in Prince Edward 
Island where landings have increased 
by more than 400 per cent during the 
last three years . Anglers' catches rose 
from 99 in 1970 to 482 last yea r. 

Canadians Urged To 
Catch Atlantic Fish 

Canadian Fisheries Mini ste r J ack 
Davis has asked Canad ia n fishermen to 
catch mo re fis h in the North Atlantic . 

Quotas for more than 20 different 
stocks were set by th e Internat iona l 
Comm iss ion fo r the Northwest Atlan ­
tic Fisheries (I CN AF) at its annua l 
mee ting in Copenhagen, Denmark , in 
June . Ca nada's all o tment was increased 
by 50,000 metric tons. Its estimated 
landed value i $8 million and pro­
cessed value, $20 milli o n . 

"Canada's la rger share is in waters 
fished by Canadi ans for yea rs, mainly 
off outh ern Lab rador, ewfoundland 
and Nova Scotia, " Mr. Dav is sa id. 

In return for hi gher a lloca ti o ns of 
cod and herring, Canada accep ted a 
reduction in pecies in which Ca na­
dians have little o r no interest- for 
example, silve r h a ke o n th e ova 
Scotia Bank . 

Canada's sha re of cod catches in 
the areas under ICNAF quota for 
1973 wi ll total 193,000 metric tons, 
80,000 more th a n Canadians took in 
these areas in 1972. 

In th e Labrador-Easte rn New­
foundl and area. the Canadia n a ll oca­
tion is 11 0,000 tons, compared to a 
1972 catch of 66,000 tons . 

Norway Fish Exports 
Rise, Labor Drops 

Norwegian ex ports of fish and fis h 
products in the first 6 months of 
1973 went up in value by 19.3 per­
cent to 1,476 million kroner (about 
$264 million) compared with the 
first 6 months of 1972 , according to 
N onvay Trade N ews. 

The biggest increase has bee n th e 
export value of fish meal, which earned 
380 mi ll ion kro ner , a 77.8 percent 
increase in the correspond i ng period 
last year, a lthough the export qua nti ty 
increased by on ly 7.3 percent to 
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18 1,000 tons. Exports of fish o il 
ea rn ed 59 million kroner and exports 
of ha rden ed marin e fats 77 million 
kroner. 

Meanwhile , th e o rwegian frozen 
fish marketing orga nizati o n Frionor, 
in Oslo , reports that expo rts worth 
between 30 a nd 40 million kroner 
(abo ut $6 million) have been los t thi s 
year due to a shortage of workers in 
th e processing plants , particularly in 

o rth o rway . Fi h price on the 
world ma rket are very favorable a t 
prese nt , and supp li es of fish, chiefly 
cod. hadd ock and sa ithe, have a lso 
been good , says Frionor's Managing 
Direc to r Arne Asper. Further "mech­
ani zati on of production" is believed 
a ke} to making the fish processing 
indu stry work more a ttrac ti ve. 

I re i and Sets Record 
For 1972 Fish Season 

Duri ng 1972, I ri sh I andi ngs of he r­
rin g a nd o th e r pelagic species rose 
sha rpl y a nd offset a decline in landings 
of cod, haddock, and other demersal 
species . Total valu e of marine fish 
and shellfish reached a record US$ 12 .5 
million compared with US$10.8 mil­
lion in 1971 , according to Salvatore 
Di Palm a, Regional Fisheries Attache 
for Europe, United States Embassy, 
Copen hagen, Denmark. 

As usual , herrin g was th e leadi ng 
species accountin g for 40 percent of 
th e marine catch by value and the 
1972-73 winter herring season was the 
most va lu able eve r. Despite lower 
la ndings , cod, haddock , and plaice 
were the main demersal fish taken . 
Various species of lobsters also were 
important in the Irish catch, account­
ing for US$2.3 million or 18 percent 
of the total. The salmon catch , not 
included under marine landings, was 
valued at an estimated US$4.9 million, 
up from US$3.3 mi ll ion the previous 
year .

A th o rough review a nd assessme nt 
of Ca nada's A tl anti c fis hin g fleet 
deve lopment programs, lead in g to th e 
introd ucti o n of new li cen in g and ves­
sel construction su bsidy policies has 
bee n ann ounced by F isheries Mini ster 
J ack Dav is. T he objec ti ve is to achi eve 
o rde rl y development of the fis hin g 
fleet o n th e At lantic coast and to en­
sure that catch ing capaci ty does not 
great ly exceed available fish resources . 

Pending the results of the review. 
an immediate three-month freeze has 
bee n placed on construction subsidies 
avai lable under the Fishing Vessel 
Assista nce Regulations for craft 35 to 
75 feet in length. During the same 
period. departmental approval will be 
w ithh eld for construction of larger fish­
in g vessels under the Ship Construction 
Subs idy Regulations administered by 
the Department of Industry. Trade 
and Commerce. The freeze o n sub­
sidies applies throughout Canada . 

Mr. Davis said there has been in­
tensified interest In fishing vessel 
construction in recent months. partic ­
u lar ly on the east coast. This trend has 
been encouraged by unprecedented 
h igh returns for fish and prospects for 
an expanding share of the international 
North Atlantic catch under Inter­
national Commission for the North­
west At lantic Fisheries (IC AF) 
quotas. The possibility of an improve­
ment in Canada's fishing position 
stemmi ng from decisions that may be 
reached at the upcoming UN Law 
of the Sea Conference is another 
factor.
